The Challenge 


WO FORCES now threaten the culture of Christian taith and freedom that 


= came out of the Protestant Reformation. On the one hand is the ancient foe 
fot Martin Luther and his associates, the Roman Catholic Church. On the other 
is the new force of Communism—the violent revolt of the masses against the 


injustices perpetrated against them -down the centuries in the name of Chris- 


Both of these forces have the same objective: the overthrow of the post- 
Reformation Christian culture that we call Protestant and democratic. Roman 

tholicism aims to force the Protestant Christian world back again under papal 
dominion. Communism would supplant this Christian civilization with one al- 
t pether different. It is being made to appear to Protestants that there are only 
tv 0 alternatives: either to submit again to the dictates of Rome or to enroll 


inder the banner of Russia. 


| Many plans are being put forward to save our Christian civilization. None 
h er goes to the root of the tragedy facing us. It is forgotten that it is a so- 
allec Christian civilization that we are asked to save. As far as Europe is con- 
med, Roman Catholicism has left little of true Christianity for Communism 
D destroy. Communism is thus the blind avenger of the people who have been 
rob d of Christianity’s saving message by the very institution established to 
proclaim it. In its rage its aims to smash to pieces the grandiose shell of the 


aurch that is completely empty now of saving power. 


HUF these two evils Protestant Christianity must not choose the lesser. It must 


Whose neither. For it possesses the power to challenge and overcome both—not 
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by any Marshall Plan, Truman Doctrine, ERP, UN, ot any other alphabe ‘cl 
formula forced upon mankind from above. Not even a regimenting ecume ial 
Council of Protestant Churches will suffice. All these are but imitations of w a 
has been tried and failed in Fascism, Nazism, Communism and Roman Cath r j 
cism. 


The only plan that will save our Christian civilization is the one that will make 
our civilization Christian. This must work from the ground upwards, must be 
built up synthetically by units—by a lot of individual hearts consecrated and 
endowed with the saving power of Christ. For this is the genius of Christianity, 
that it is essentially an individual religion, one that generates power by personal 
contact of man, the sinner, with Christ, his Saviour on Calvary. This personal 
spiritual relationship first saves the soul of the sinner, then his social and em 
nomic relationships in his community. To try to save the social and economic 
system outside of him before saving himself from his sinful state is putting the 
cart before the horse. 


But of all the pied pipers purporting to lead the crusade today to save mat 
kind, the Pope of Rome is the most deceptive. He has piped his alluring tune i 
many different keys before, but every time he has led to a greater danger. Itis 
Roman Catholicism which has led Europe into the arms of Communism. To save 
its own power it may, in the end, join forces with Communism, which is not 9 
much the enemy as the rival of Roman Catholicism for the mastery of the world. 


The challenge is therefore to lay the foundation for a revived Christian 
world. “For other foundation can no man lay than that is laid, which is Jem 
Christ.” (I Cor. 3:11.) That same Christ has told us: “Seek ye first the Kingdom 
of God and His righteousness, and all these things shall be added unto you. 
(Matt. 6:33.) The cure of man’s social order can only follow after the cure o 
man himself. 

God’s promise to feremiah, “Behold, I will bring it health and cure, and | wih 
cure them, and will reveal unto them the abundance of peace and truth” (Je. 
33:6), will be fulfilled only after the acceptance of His challenge: “If my peo 
ple, which are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will 1 hear from heaven, and 
will forgive their sin, and will heal their land.” (Il Chr. 7:14.) 
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ITALY’S ‘CLERICAL REGIME’ 





eens are now being expressed that 

the victory over the Communists in 
Italy in the elections last April will 
put that country’s fate into the hands 
of a reactionary Catholic clerical re- 
ime. “Satisfaction at having van- 
quished the threat of Communist dom- 
ination,” according to the N. Y. Post 
Rome correspondent Thomas Healy, 
“js giving place to misgivings that the 
nation might have a ‘clerical govern- 
ment’ for the next five years.” 














The absolute majority obtained by 
the Christian Democratic (Catholic) 
party, the N. Y. Herald Tribune of 
April 22 pointed out, was made up of 
many ‘“who are not sympathetic to the 
whole Catholic program, but who 
merely wanted to strengthen Italy's 
strongest anti - Communist force.” 
Many, it declared, “seemed stunned as 
they contemplated the results.” It 
quotes a spokesman for these as stat- 
ing that “This was no election. This 
was a plebiscite for or against Russia.” 
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The danger lies in the fact that be- 
tween the Vatican-dominated regime 
of De Gasperi and the Communists 
there is no “third force” to counteract 
the reactionary tendencies of the con- 
trolling Catholic party. According to 
Thomas Healy's dispatch mentioned 
above, “moderates see the clerical gov- 
ernment as an impediment to Italy's 
social progress second only to that of 
Communism.” 


Paul Ghali, Chicago Daily News 
foreign correspondent cabled from 
Paris April 21: “One of the most im- 
portant consequences of Italian elec- 
tion returns . . . is the emergence of 
the Catholic Church as a political force 
of the first magnitude.” 


With a constitution that makes the 
Roman Catholic religion the official 
religion of ‘the State, and which con- 
tains many disabilities against the free- 
dom of non-Catholics, ex-priests and 
others, De Gasperi’s regime will have 
nothing to stop it from putting into 
force in Italy the kind of social order 
blueprinted by the Vatican.

We feel reluctant t 
take up the cudgels in our own defense against this widely circulated Cathol 
weekly paper. Instead, we are happy to have permission to reprint the follow. 
ing defense from the magazine “Prophecy Monthly,” edited by Keith Brook 
in Los Angeles, Calif., against this sadly misleading tirade, too easily believed 
by millions of unsuspecting Roman Catholics: 


oe is supposed to have sent 

in the following question to the 
editor of Our Sunday Visitor, national 
Catholic weekly (1-11-48): “Do you 
believe that the editor of THE Con- 
VERTED CATHOLIC is sincere?’ The 
answer is immediately forthcoming 
from “Father Quiz:” 


“No, we do NOT! We have the 
records of a number of ex-clergymen 
who are associated with this publica- 
tion, and they show them to have had 
trouble within the Catholic Church.” 


Editor Lehmann of CONVERTED 
CATHOLIC, has recently been speaking 
to great crowds at the Torrey Memo- 
rial Conference in Los Angeles. No 
one can hear this man of God tell 
the story of his conversion, while a 
highly trusted priest who had to make 
important missions to the Vatican, 
without realizing that he knows 
whereof he speaks . . . And anyone 
who reads, as we do in the offices of 
Prophecy Monthly, the latest official 
literature of the Roman Church, will 
not doubt the accuracy of Dr. Leh- 
mann’s assertions. 


Hundreds of priests in recent years 
‘ have been withdrawing from the Ro- 


man Church, unable to go along with 
the more and more fantastic doctrine 
of the Vatican. Of course, they ar 
all disposed of as individuals who 
were found to be morally unfit for the 
priesthood, and it is not beyond the 
bishops to ‘cook up” something real 
juicy about any man who dares to & 
pose what goes on in the inner circles. 


The paper mentioned, proceeds to 
brand Dr. Lehmann a liar when he 
says that the Roman Church “rejects 
the all-sufficiency of the sacrifice of 
Christ upon the cross and that, in its 
doctrine, additional sacrifices must be 
made daily by the priests.” Here és 
their reply to this: 


“The grade school Catholic knows 
that that is not true. He is taught that 
the redemption by Christ reinstated 
man in friendship with God and opet- 
ed heaven which had been closed from 
the time of Adam’s sin against the 
human race: He knows that the Mas 
is intended only to apply the fruits of 
Christ's redemption to individual 
souls, and that nothing could possiblj 
be added to the sacrifice of Christ oa 
the cross, because it had infinite val 
ue. 
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What sort of double talk is this? 
Catholic literature on the Mass is 
flooding the world. In our Feb. issue 
we quoted from ‘“What is the Mass?” 
one of their official handbooks. Let 
us repeat a bit: 







“The Mass is the offering of the 
very body and blood of His divine 
Son. At the altar the priest brings 
down the body and biood of the 
Savior. The priest loses his personality 
entirely in the personality of Christ, 
the real high priest who is offering 
the sacrifice. It is almost as if the 
priest had ceased to exist, and Christ 
were standing in his place.” 










Is it not obvious that if ‘nothing 
possibly can be added to the sacrifice 
of Christ on Calvary,” it should not 
be necessary for Christ Himself to be 
repeatedly sacrificed on Rome's altars. 
“The fruits of Christ's redemption,” 
according to the plainest New Testa- 
ment teachers, are available to the 
simmer who accepts His finished work 
by simple faith, without any priest 
to secure it for him. (Jn. 1:12; 3:16, 
18, 36.) Where does Rome find New 
Testament warrant for imposing any 
other Mediator than Christ between 
the sinner and God? 


If Christ's redemption on Calvary 
is indeed all-sufficient why does Rome 
teach that “the Mass IS the sacrifice 
of Christ Himself?” According to 
Rome's booklet, “Why the Mass?” by 
Traufer and Michael, the priest says 
at the altar: ““We beseech Thee, Oh 
lord to receive in atonement this 
satifice.” That is not recognizing the 
all-sufficiency of what Jesus did 2,000 
years ago, but assuming to add to 
what He has done. It is not merely

spiritually applying the benefits se- 
cured at Calvary, but putting Christ 
through another crucifixion, so as to 
make the worshipper wholly depend- 
ent upon a priest. 


Quoting the same book: “Christ is 
truly and really present on that altar 
under the appearance of bread and 
wine . . . He is there the sacrificial 
gift which is being offered up to the 
heavenly Father . . . . At every Mass 
Christ is present upon the altar as the 
sacrificial victim.” Mind you, He who 
has risen victorious over death and 
taken His place as an Eternal Priest 
at the right hand of God’s Throne, is 
again a “victim.” 

Is therefore the Mass, as Sunday 
Visitor intimates, just a spiritual ap- 
plication of the benefits of Christ to 
the worshipper, or is it, as their text- 
book, (“Why the Mass?’’) says: “in 
fact a continuous enactment of the 
sacrifice of Calvary . . . . the Victim 
offered up to the Father for the ex- 
piation of the sins of mankind?” 
WHICH IS IT? 


If the all-sufficient work of Calvary 
is the One Gateway of salvation, as 
this paper wants Protestants to be- 
lieve, what does Rome mean, in its 
official booklet, ‘“‘Devotion to Mary,” 
when it says: 


“With regard to salvation, let us 
never forget that we have no perfect 
security (in Christ alone); on the con- 
trary, there is the possibility of a 
dreadful, everlasting damnation a- 
waiting us. Devotion to the Blessed 
Virgin Mary is a strong sign of pre- 
destination. We ought then to culti- 
vate a true and living devotion to our 
Heavenly Queen that she may assist 
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us in the all-important affair of saving 
our souls.” (p. 3) 


“St. Albert writes that devotion to 
Mary is the surest sign of one’s eter- 
nal salvation. St. Ephrem calls vener- 
ation of Mary the entrance to para- 
dise, and St. Bernard calls love for 
Mary the vehicle to heaven. St. Berch- 
man says: ‘As long as I have not a 
tender love for the Blessed Virgin, 
I am uncertain of my salvation.” (p. 
4) 

“Whoever venerates Mary will not 
be abandoned at the hour of death ... 
She obtained from God the grace to 
be present at the death of all who are 
destined for life eternal . . . Mary has 
snatched from Satan countless num- 
bers of souls in their last hour. If 
even the greatest sinner in his final 
struggle invokes Mary, he cannot be 


lost.” (p. 8) 


“Thousands of souls perish because 
Mary is withheld from them.” (p. 11) 


If anyone tells you Catholicism 
teaches the salvation. revealed in the 
Word of God, just give them these 
quotations. There are hundreds more 
like them—all showing that the sim- 
ple plan of salvation through receiv- 
ing the Lamb of God who taketh 
away the sin of the world, is entirely 
ignored. Salvation is made to depend 
on Mary, without whom heaven would 
be missed, and upon the priests.

SOUL-SNATCHING 
A PROTESTANT MOTHER writes: 


“When my son was an infant he was 
taken seriously ill and was rushed to a 
Catholic hospital. Without my knowl- 
edge or consent a nurse baptized him a 
Roman Catholic. Then the matron bap- 
tized him again because she wasn’t 
sure if the nurse had performed the 
rite correctly. Afterwards a priest bap- 
tized him a third time to make it official. 
My son is now seven years old and the 
priest of the Catholic Church here says 
he is a Roman Catholic. What am I to 
do?” 
































































Catholic nurses in Catholic hospi- 
tals, and even in non-Catholic hospi- 
tals, are instructed to baptize all the 
babies they can if they are in danger of 
death and not yet baptized. As a con- 
sequence, when such infants recover, 
they are counted as Roman Catholics 
for the rest of their lives. Thus, the 
son of this Protestant mother is held 
to be a Roman Catholic and obliged 
toconform to all the rules and regula- 
tions of Canon Law. If he gets mar- 
tied in a Protestant church, his mar- 
tiage, by Roman Catholic authorities, 
will be counted invalid and his chil- 
dren illegitimate—even if he marries 
aProtestant girl. 
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This is one way the Roman Catholic 
Church has of snatching the souls of 
Protestant and even Jewish children 
and making them Roman Catholics to 
well the membership of the Catholic 
Church, Another way is to railroad as 
many abandoned babies as can be 
found into Catholic foundling homes 
and orphanages. In this, the Catholic 
Church is aided by policemen and wel- 

officials, most of whom in our 
lange cities like New York are Roman 
Catholics.

FOLLOWING is typical of letters 

we receive from many who hearti- 
ly endorse our work, but object, on 
scientific and rational grounds, to our 
religious beliefs. It is a comment on 
the Christmas greeting poem accom- 
panying L. H. Lehmann’s picture: 
“Not what these hands have done, 
can save this guilty soul... .” The 
writer asks why Dr. Lehmann should 
feel that guilty: 

“Do you really feel that guilty?” he 
asks. ‘Surely you do not embezzle mon- 
ey, get drunk or go out with loose 
women. Then why insist on that load of 
sin? The papists of course think that you 
did commit a terrible sin when you re- 
pudiated Pius XII. They have an interest 
in proving that you are a sinner, and that 
you should have a deep sense of guilt. 
They are glad to have you admit it. But 
I do not think you sinned so deeply. 
Going back on Pius XII was a virtue, 
not a sin. You live a self-respecting life. 
Sin is not your major problem.” 


The writer is an associate professor 
of philosophy at the University of To- 
ledo, and obviously lacks understand- 
ing of what sin really is. He does not 
know that Christians try to look upon 
sin, not from the scientific level of 
man or of human nature, but from 
God’s level, from which it can be seen 
that “all have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” 

What this friend fails to compre- 
hend is that it is not so much sin 
but salvation from sin with which we 
are concerned. The poem in question 
expresses the need that all men have 
of a power above men to save from 
sin and its consequences. It primarily 
refers to the uselessness of the hands 
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of a priest to play any part in such 
forgiveness and salvation. Not only 
drunkards and sexual libertines need 
Christ’s saving power, but also so- 
called ‘good’ people who live exem- 
plary lives. For these ‘good’ people 
know that not by the fact that they 
lead exemplary lives are they saved 
from sin, but that they lead exemplary 
lives because they have been saved 
from sin by the all-saving work of 
Jesus Christ. All these can truthfully 
say with Dr. Lehmann and other con- 
verted priests: Not what these hands 
have done can save this guilty soul; 
Not what this toiling flesh has borne 
can make my spirit whole.” 


This professor of philosophy en- 
courages us by ending his letter as 
follows: 

“T admit that no liberals can do what 

you are doing as effectively as you are 

doing it. You have my blessing, even 
though, in the light of reason and sci- 
ence, I make some reservations.” 

All our thanks to him for this, and 
our hope that he may combine the de- 
velopment of spiritual insight with his 
philosophical and rational lucubra- 
tions.

SPIRITUAL FEAR COMPLEXES 


CONVERTED CATHOLIC, 

once a student for the priest- 
hood, finds difficulty still in ridding 
himself completely of the fears instill- 
ed into him about Purgatory in his 
youth in Seville, Spain, and later in 
the Roman Catholic Seminary of the 
diocese of Brooklyn, N. Y. He writes: 


“In spite of all my studies and knowl- 
edge of the Holy Bible, in spite of all 
my work and instruction, I still cannot 
get rid of the seed of Romanism. Al- 
though I am a fervent opponent of Ro- 
man Catholic doctrine and practices, 
when meditating on the question of sal- 
vation I feel lost and confused. Pen- 
ances, good works, mortification and 
buman suffering were so instilled into 
my mind that when I compare these with 
the precious Gospel teaching I still re- 
main confused... 


"Bitterly opposed as I am to the Church 
of Rome, I still am living in constant 
fear of condemnation.” 


This fear of the Roman Catholic 
Church’s claim to be able to punish 
after death often remains in converted 
Catholic people. It is purely the result 
of the fear-conditioning of the physi- 
cal reflexes in youth. Nevertheless, it 
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who have bravely left the Roman 
Catholic Church and placed all their 
trust in the saving power of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. There remains a conflict 
between such Gospel assurances as 
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that “There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them that are in Christ 
Jesus,” and the physical anxiety neur- 
osis that the fear-conditioning of Ro- 
man Catholic training sets up in its 
victims when they are young. 


But “perfect love casts out fear,” 
and in spite of such automatic fear 
complexes, the converted Catholic can 
always rest assured that the power of 
the Lord will win out in the end over 
the power of men.

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WHAT THE BIBLE DID FOR ME

“That which we have seen and heard declare we unto you, that ye also may have fellow 
ship with us; and truly our fellowship is with the Father and with His Son Jesu 


Christ.” (1 John 1:3.) 


"THE WORK of the Holy Spirit, be- 

gun in my soul by drawing me to 
Christ and convicting ine of my sins, 
was especially manifest in showing me 
the way of salvation in Jesus Christ, 
by opening my understanding to the 
Word of God, that Word which 
sounds foolishness to the wise of the 
world, because, “The natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of 
God: for they are foolishness unto 
him; neither can he know them, be- 
cause they are spiritually discerned.” 
(I Cor, 2:14). 


The Bible transformed my life and 
I, for one, can testify that it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth. It happened in this 
most unusual way. 


I was born in Spain, in a home 
where Roman Catholicism permeated 
the heart, the mind, and even the 
body; where the priest’s word was law 
that had to be obeyed. At the age of 
twelve I was sent away from home to 
study in a so-called “Apostolic 


School,” having been already eat 
marked by my devout parents for the 
priesthood. In a monastery of Spain] 
completed my college education, and 
in 1921 I was ordered to this county 
to learn English and study theology. 
I was ordained a Roman Catholic 
priest in 1924 in New Orleans, La 
After fifteen years of service in the 
Roman Catholic Church as assistant 
pastor and then as pastor of a very 
large church in that city, I lost my 
faith in the Roman Catholic religion. 

Not knowing where to turn, I took 
the road of the world and sought for 
happiness wherever I could find it 
For a year and a half a terrific struggle 
went on within my heart. I felt temp 
ted to turn away from God and every- 
thing sacred and become an atheist. 
But to this day I thank God for His 
infinite mercy, for when I felt thus 
tempted, I cried with the words that 
came out from the depths of Peter’ 
heart: “Lord, to whom shall we go? 
Thou hast the words of eternal life” 
(John 6:68.) 
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After a year and a half of a broken 
life, I took the road to a monastery 
for the purpose of consecrating myself 
entirely to the great task of earning 
and working out my own salvation. In 
the seclusion of a monastery, I 
thought, God would surely give me 
that assurance of salvation and the 
happiness which my soul was seeking 
in vain. 











But soon I discovered that, in spite 
of the secluded life and penances of 
the monastic practices, I was very far 
from the way of salvation. My heart 
knew no happiness. But God had a 
purpose in bringing me to the monas- 
tery. Paradoxical as it may sound, it 
was while in the monastery that I be- 
came acquainted with evangelical 
Christianity, mainly through the read- 
ing of the Bible. Until then the Bible 
did not mean much to me. It was in- 
deed the inspired Word of God, but 
I was told that the ordinary human 
mind is not able to really understand 
its meaning. A supermind, an infalli- 
ble authority, I believed, was necessary 
to give us the meaning of what was 
in the mind of the Holy Spirit when 
He inspired the sacred writers. So I 
preferred to read the Word of God 
as understood by this human infallible 
authority and as found in the Roman 
Catholic missals and prayer books. 
The Holy Spirit, the supreme infalli- 
ble authority in the understanding of 
the Scriptures, had been replaced by 
the voice of the Church. But some- 
how, and for a reason that I cannot 
explain, in the solitude of my retreat 
Itook to the reading of the Bible. At 
first it was rather tiresome and irk- 
some. But gradually my mind was 
opened and I began to understand the 
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meaning of certain passages in the 
Bible to which I had not paid particu- 
lar attention in the past. 


I was particularly impressed with 
the following verses as I read them 
even in the Catholic Douay Version: 

I Tim. 2:5, 6: “For there is one God; 
and one mediator of God and men, the 
man Christ Jesus Who gave himself a 
redemption for all, a testimony in due 
times.” 

Acts 16:31: “But they said: Believe 
in the Lord Jesus: and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house.” 

Eph. 6:24: “Grace be with all them 
that love our Lord Jesus Christ in in- 
corruption.” 

I Tim. 4:1-3: “Now the Spirit mani- 
festly saith that in the last times some 
shall depart from the faith ... For- 
bidding to marry, to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be received 
with thanksgiving by the faithful and 
by them that have known the truth.” 


The force of these and other texts 
made a terrific impact on my soul. 
They made me wonder if the claim of 
the Roman Catholic Church to be the 
infallible interpreter of the Bible 
could really be sustained in the light 
of the plain language of the Word of 
God. Thus the seed was planted in 
my soul, but again I tried to smother 
it. I was too prejudiced against so- 
called “Bible Christianity” or Protes- 
tantism. After two years of monastic 
life I had not found happiness or sal- 
vation. The reading of the Bible had 
thwarted my plans. But I decided not 
to join the Protestants. But neither 
could I go on living in the monastery. 
Yet, that little seed planted in the 
garden of my soul while in the monas- 
tery was to bear fruit later on, for it 
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is true that God’s word “shall not 
return void.” 


Wishing to get away from it all, I 
enlisted in 1942 in the U. S. Army as 
a private. Having gone through the 
basic training, I was graduated from a 
Military Intelligence Training Center, 
and assigned temporarily to the chap- 
lain’s office at Camp Ritchie, Md. The 
chaplain was a Protestant minister, 
quite a scholar and a fluent speaker. 
I enjoyed listening to his sermons on 
Sunday mornings. One Sunday he 
preached on salvation by faith alone, 
basing his arguments mainly on the 
teachings of St. Paul. Up to that time 
I had clung tenaciously to the belief 
in salvation by works. After the serv- 
ice I went to the chaplain’s office to 
let him know how I felt about his 
“heretic” statements. 


Armed with the text from James 2: 
24: “Do you see that by works a man 
is justified, and not by faith only?”, 
I arrogantly and ignorantly said to 
him: “If what you said is right, then 
James is wrong; but if James is right, 
then you and Paul are wrong. Other- 
wise you must admit that there is a 
contradiction in the Bible.” I really 
felt proud of my argument, and I 
thought I had the chaplain cornered. 
But, with a smile of pity, he bade me 
sit down and to “take it easy.” In a 
calm, humble, dignified way, his voice 
ringing with affection for the spiritual 
welfare of this soldier who questioned 
his theology, he told me: 


“José, there can be no contradiction 
in the Bible, for the Holy Spirit is its 
only author, and the Spirit cannot con- 
tradict Himself.” With that, of course, 
I fully agreed. “Now,” he continued, 
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“when St. Paul says that salvation is 
by faith alone, he speaks from the 
point of view of God, who reads out 
hearts and sees our minds. So as far ag 
God is concerned, we are saved the 
very moment that we believe. But this 
belief, please notice, is not just a men 
tal assent, but a complete surrender of 
oneself to Jesus Christ. On the other 
hand, when St. James states that sal 
vation is by works also, he speaks 
from the point of view of men, who 
being unable to read our minds or see 
the secrets of our hearts, must have 
something visible and tangible by 
which to judge whether we are saved 
or not. As far as men are concerned, 
we are saved when we produce good 
works, for ‘Ye shall know them 
their fruits’ (Matt. 7:16.) Good 
works are the natural expression of a 
saving faith.” 

I had never heard such an explane 
tion before. It was a revelation to me, 
and I accepted it. With this, the last 
intellectual barrier was removed from 
my mind. Now I was intellectually 
convinced of the truth; I was an m 
tellectual believer. On this basis I de 
cided to devote the rest of my life, 
after being separated from the army, 
to the Christian ministry, not realizing 
that a true conversion must effect 4 
complete change not only of mind but, 
above all, of heart. My mind was com 
verted, but my heart remained um 
changed. I believed in every funds 
mental truth of the Bible—so does the 
devil—but I had not surrendered my 
heart to Christ. That glorious expett 
ence was to come six months later i 
a most unique way. 


In the fall of 1944, I was assigned 
as interpreter for South American off 
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cers studying the military science of 
mechanized cavalry at Fort Riley, 
Kansas. While doing army reconnais- 
sance, I also engaged in spiritual re- 
connoitering. I was praying for light, 
studying for information, and search- 
ing after the truth. In the previous six 
months I must have visited some fifty 
Protestant churches of various denom- 
inations. But it was not God’s plan 
that I should find Christ, my Saviour, 
in any church. Three quarters of my 
life had been spent in church, and yet 
Christ remained a stranger to me. It 
was God’s purpose, for reasons of His 
own, that I should find my Saviour on 
a street corner. 



















In searching for the truth, I tried 
every means. One Saturday night I 
attended the Salvation Army open-air 
service on a street corner of Junction 
City, Kansas. My attitude toward the 
meeting at first was one of indiffer- 
ence and even of scorn. But as the 
meeting went on, I was being driven 
by a supernatural force to lend my 
eamest attention. My effort was re- 
warded. A young lady, wearing the 
Salvation Army uniform, gave the 
message — a beautiful, stirring mes- 
sige—which she ended by appealing 
to those standing by to give their 
hearts to Christ. ‘“Take Christ,” she 
said, “into your souls tonight, and He 
will satisfy your every desire. I do not 
ask you to give up anything, I am only 
asking you to take Christ.” And then 
she quoted the words of Christ in 
Jobn 5:24: “Verily, verily, I say unto 
jou, be that heareth my word, and be- 
heveth on Him that sent me hath ever- 
lasting life; and shall not come into 
condemnation, but is passed from 
death unto life.”

As I listen- 
ed to them, I felt myself passing from 
death into life, and under the impulse 
of the Holy Spirit I went down on my 
knees and gave my heart to Christ. I 
was born again. I was made a new 
creature; I was transformed; my heart 
was converted; I was a sinner saved 
by grace. From that moment I became 
a living witness of the transforming 
power of the Word of God. I cannot 
explain this transformation, but the 
fact remains that I was dead, but now 
I live; I was blind, now I see.

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VENEZUELA’S EX-PRIESTS 


WE HAVE made ‘on-the-spot’ in- 
quiries in Venezuela as to the 
true nature of the revolt of the 250 
Roman Catholic priests reported in a 
United Press dispatch some time ago 
as having withdrawn from the Roman 
Catholic Church and set up a new 
Church of their own. 


















The group is headed by a young 
iest, Luis Castillo Mendez, who was 
created Archbishop of the new Church 
in Caracas by former Roman Catholic 
Bishop Carlos Duarte of Brazil. The 
demands of Mendez and his fellow- 
ests included: church services in the 
ge of the people; severance of 
jurisdiction from Rome, and legal 
marriage of priests. We have had no 
definite assurance, however, as to a 
te spiritual conversion in the Evan- 
gelical sense of these separatist priests. 









































Following is a frank report on the 

matter from Rev. John Gosney, min- 
ister of the American Church in Cara- 
cas: 
“We still are unable to tell you how 
many priests are involved in this re- 
volt against Rome; however, the num- 
ber is far smaller than that indicated 
by the article in your magazine which 
quoted a United Press release. I fear 
that they have no intention of becoming 
Evangelicals. It appears to me from 
their literature and what I hear of the 
movement that they desire a national 
Catholic church of Venezuela or South 
America. Mass and the Seven Sacra- 
ments remain unchanged except for 
allegiance to Rome. The main feature 
of their movement is the marriage of 
the clergy.

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da was definitely opposed to America’s 
arming against Hitler and Mussolini. 
Today, in 1948, the almost unanimous 
assent of the Vatican and the Amer- 
ican hierarchy is in favor of arming 
our American youth against Russia. 
In 1941, shortly before Pearl Har- 
bor, the Jesuits made a nation-wide 
poll of all priests on two vital ques- 
tions then facing America: whether 
the United States should enter the war 
against world Fascism and give aid 
to Russia. Of the 34,616 priests poll- 
ed, 14,703, (over 40%) answered. Of 
these 90.1% voted a definite “no.” A 
few courageous Catholics who tried 
to make it known that the American 
Catholic people, if left to themselves, 
would have voted differently were 
‘howled down by their leaders who 
carried out the designs of the Vatican. 


Catholic moral theology teaches, in 
theory, that a Catholic cannot fight in 
a war unless it is a ‘just war.’ The 
Catholic Encyclopedia states that “a 
war is just only when it is against for- 
eign violation in a case where there is 
no other means available to secure or 
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repair the right.” Catholic theologians 
quote ten conditions listed by St. Av 
gustine, which must be fulfilled be 
fore a war can be called ‘just.’ Among 
these are the following: 


“That war should be declared only 
when every means to prevent it has 
failed.” 

“Right intention to further by the war 
that which is good and to shun that 
which is evil.” 

“Avoidance of unnecessary upheavals of 
countries not immediately concerned.” 


Was our war then against Hitle 
and Mussolini unjust, and would 4 
war today against Russia be just? The 
Vatican never denounced the ruthless 
war of the Axis dictators against the 
democracies. It did its best to discour 
age the United States preparing for 
and entering that war to defeat the 
Axis dictators. Now, when a wat 
against Russia is in the offing, the 
Vatican and the American hierarchy 
are in the forefront of those who 
clamor for armed might against Rus 
sia.

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tT LACK of spiritual power in 
the Catholic Church is due to its 


manipulation of the things of God on 
the level of human weakness.

sublime act of Christ’s redemption 
from sin to the same fleshly level of 
man’s working. Christ’s all-saving act 
of salvation on Calvary can only be 
understood for the stupendous fact 
that it is, by an awareness of the enor- 
mity of sin that made that act of sav- 
ing necessary. 


Approach to both sin and salvation, 
therefore, must be from God's level; 
never from that of man. But man 
shrinks from such an approach, and 
institutions of power play upon that 
aversion in the natural heart. They ap- 
peal instead to man’s natural inclina- 
tion to treat everything on the fleshly 
level. They insist that poor mortal man 
can never dare to worship God in 
spirit and in truth, and thus keep his 
gaze fixed upon the attractive things 
of his unregenerate heart. 


A popular religion like Roman Ca- 
tholicism, that must ever attract the 
multitudes, can not dare to teach its 
people how to live in Christ. It must 
rather keep them dead in the Church’s 
fleshly devotions. For if the people 
were to become alive in Christ. the 
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priests would have no further need to 
act on and for them. The moment the 
sinner becomes alive in Christ his sins 
are taken away, and there is therefore 
no further need of sacrifice for them. 
“Where remission of these is there is 
no further offering for sin...” (Heb. 
10:18.) The concern of the priests is 
to prepare magnificent rituals about 
the death of Christ. They must never 
teach the people how to become iden- 
tified with Him in death and life. 
The truth of God is not only unwel- 
come but actually repellent to the sin- 
ners’ heart. For this truth reveals the 
sinner’s utterly lost condition, and al- 
though he may feel remorse about his 
sins, he is averse tq giving up the 
fleshly satisfaction that he derives 
from sin. He is repelled from acknowl- 
edging his lost condition and seeks

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temporary palliatives rather than com 
plete and permanent cure. The only 
way he can obtain this complete 

is by grace direct from God, and this 
is possible only by appreciation of his 
utter helplessness to save himself. } 
also involves a realization that m 
priestly sacrifices, no pandering to sen 
suous devotions can help him. The ap 
peal of Christ is to the spirit, heart and 
conscience, not to the senses and fed. 
ings.*

Priests of a ‘power religion’ like Ro-

hearts of their people that spiritual 
power through Christ which alone can

How hopeless a religion this is may 
judged from the belief of its fol- 
wets that only twenty-eight indivi- 
tals in the whole universe from the 
beginning of time have reached this 
sale of eternal bliss with God. Fur- 
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thermore, of these twenty-eight, only 
four have belonged to this earth. 


Roman Catholicism teaches a simi- 
lar belief that makes it almost impos- 
sible for even those redeemed by the 
blood of Jesus Christ to get to heaven 
immediately after they die. Like Bud- 
dhism and Hinduism and most other 
pagan religions, Roman Catholicism 
teaches that further suffering and ex- 
piation for sin after death is necessary, 
and that no one, not even the pope 
himself, can determine (except in a 
very few cases) how long this excru- 
ciating suffering after death will con- 
tinue. ; 

And like these other religions, Ro- 
man Catholicism has also determined 
the number of the few who have 
reached heaven. These are the canon- 
ized “‘saints,” and their number now 
is said to total exactly 1,500 to date. 
This is a slight improvement on Bud- 
dhism which confines the number to 
twenty-eight. 


Against this depressing teaching 
that has held the human race in bond- 
age to ecclesiastical power since the 
beginning of history, true Christians 
joyfully proclaim their faith in the 
definite assurances of complete salva- 
tion and liberation that are contained 
on almost every page of the New Tes- 
tament.

The Czecho- 
slovak Church is the independent (Prot- 
estant) Church of former Roman Catho- 
lic priests and people who broke with 
Rome after the first World War. It is the 
second largest church body in Czechoslo- 
vakia with nearly one million members. 


®» STALIN was acclaimed by the Patri- 
arch of Moscow in a recent pastoral letter 
as “selected by God,” according to the 
N. Y. ‘Times’ of last March 19. He styled 
Stalin as “the wise leader whom the provi- 
dence of God chose and set to lead our 
fatherland on the path of prosperity and 
peace.” The late Pope Pius XI once spoke 
of Mussolini in like manner as “the man 
sent by Providence.” 


» THE INTRODUCTORY article to the 
publication of “The Goebbels Diaries” in 
the N. Y. Times of March 14, begins as 
follows: “Joseph Goebbels was born Oct. 
29, 1897 . . . . His parents were devout 
Roman Catholics. Joseph .. . attended a 
Catholic grade school and went through 
the gymnasium or high school. He obtain- 
ed Catholic scholarships and attended eight 
famous German universities. . .”

McGrath of the New York City Board of 
Education announced last March 18 that 
New York’s program of ‘released time’ 
for religious instruction during school 
hours is constitutional, and does not come 
under the ban of the U. S. Supreme Court 
of last March 8 in its decision against the 
program heretofore established in the 
schools of Champaign, Ill. Others, how- 
ever, are of the opposite opinion and 
have instituted legal action in New York 
Courts challenging the entire program. 


> ‘THE SAINT PAUL GUILD,’ with na- 
tional headquarters in New York, adver- 
tises for financial help for “ministers 
converted to Catholicism.’”’ The appeal 
stresses that the Guild helps these men

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EVANGELICAL ‘VOICE 
OF THE ANDES’ 


AFTER sixteen years of missionary 

broadcasting, the famous Evan- 
gelical radio station in Quito, Ecua- 
dor, was singularly honored by the 
Government of that country last De- 
cember 25. Its license was extended 
till 1980 and the radio station itself 
(HCJB) was “knighted” by Don Car- 
los Julio Arosemena, President of the 
Republic of Ecuador, who conferred 
upon it the National Order “for mer- 
it.” The call signal HCJB signifies 
“Heralding Christ Jesus’ Blessings.” 


This radio station, high up on the 
Andes, broadcasts in 16 languages 
over seven different transmitters, thus 
reaching to the ends of the earth with 
the message of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. It broadcasts a Radio Newspa- 
per entitled, “Como ha Amanecido el 
Mundo” (“How the World has 
Awakened’’), of which more than five 
thousand transmissions have been 
made. It is described in the Quito 
newspaper E/ Nacional of last January 
19 as one of the most powerful radio 
stations in South America, broadcast- 
ing “scientific, artistic, historic, soci- 
ological and spiritual teachings of a 
high moral value which nurture in- 
telligence, elevate the plane of living, 
provoke thought, and kindle the 
mind.”

Zondervan Publishers, Grand Rapids, 
Mich.; paper cover, $1.00. 


THIS IS the story of the conversion of a 
priest in South America. Though in the 
form of a novel, it is the true story of 
Father Subareta, priest of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in St. Thomas, a small town in 
the Cochabamba valley, Bolivia. Like Paul, 
Father Subareta first was an enemy of the 
Christian missionaries in this Roman Catho- 
lic town. Then, led by the grace of the 
Lord and the’ example of the Protestant 
missionaries, he finally renounced the 
priesthood in the presence of his bishop 
and his mother and became himself a mis- 
sionary of the Gospel. 


American Protestants, and even Roman 
Catholics, will hardly credit the true picture 
this story gives of the social and immoral 
conditions in the Catholic countries of 
South America. Accustomed as they are to 
the camouflage which makes Roman Ca- 
tholicism appear almost Evangelical in the 
United States, Americans will be shocked to 
discover what the Catholic Church really 
looks like in a country where it has full 
control.

“Persons not living in New York State 
do not realize that the New York Supreme 
Court is a trial court and not comparable 
to the Supreme Courts of Illinois or Ohio, 
and that the highest tribunal in New 
York ‘s the Court of Appeals. Thus the 
ruling on this case is for the parties only 
who are before the court. If not appealed 
this decision is final as far as it goes, but 
it is in no sense the final rule of law of 
New York on Catholic premarital con- 
tracts. 


“Pre-marital agreements relating to 
property and testamentary disposition of 
property are generally upheld in every 
state, where there is adequate considera- 
tion in the contract, full capacity of par- 
ties, and no evidence of coercion in the 
execution. Although the Catholic mixed 
marriage agreement is repulsive to us 
Protestants it seems to be a valid con- 
tract legally.”
